Young grow- 
ing trees demand a large amount of 
nitrogen and moisture In order to 
make a tlirlft; growth, and a lit- 
tle worli in iiutldlng up a soil will 
be well ri'pald in a short time. 

Before locating an orilianl for 
fomineri iail purposes it is well t" 
go into a loniinunit.v where ajiple-s 
are already being grown coninuTi ial 
ly because the markets iu suih a 
region are already well established. 
The fact that there are no orchards 



The site for an orchard should 
not lie lo*' or should one or two years previous to 

be located on land that is some- 
what rolling so M to provide good 
air drainage. Care must be taken 
not to plani the trees on too steep 
a hillside, because of the dAfflc«llUeB 
In spraying, tilling and .harvesting. 
Broad, flat bottom lands above a 
ver are often good, because the 
river •"draws " the frost and the land 
is very easily worKeii. 

The iiuestion of exposure is of 
prime Importance in the planting of 
treee. tn general, northern and eas- 
tern aIO{ies are more fertile than 
aonthern or western slopM. A 
northern or eastern slope is to be 
preferred in this region because 
:c h exposure aids in holding back 
the buds in the spring when there 
is danger of damage by freezing. 
Where early ripening fruits are 
wanted It is probably better to 
plant on land with a southern ex- 
posure. 4Iiere happens to be a 
river flowing close by, advantage 
Should b« taken of the slope facing 
tt regardless of the way the land 
lies, unless it is altogether too 
steep. The river will serve to ward 
off the frost. ■ 
Apples thrive on a great variety 
of soils but lu general they seem to 
do best on well drained clay loam. 
Ant land that will grow good crops 
of corn or Irish potatoes is con- 
sidered fit for an orchard provided 
Ite location is such that the land 
vlU drain readily. Trees cannot 
thrive in thin, badly worn soil < 
Vhere an impervious suhsoil is 
aear the surfaie. Such a soil is 
likel\ t" hold too much moisture, 
thereby cauisng the trees to be 
"Vttfnted and weakly, if it is neces- 
sary to plant an orchard in a soil 
that holds too much moisture, pro- 
vision should be made for artificial 
drainage before the trees are plant- 
ed. Tile is the most satisfactory 
form of drainage to install, even if 
the initial cost is a little high. 
Brush and stone drains are unsat- 
isfactory because they have "o be 
taken up and replaced too oftpn iu 
order to keep them in good working 
condition. 

Soil containing abundant plant 
food should be selected for the or- 
chard so as to insure a hardy vig- 
orous growth from the very start. 
It is poor practice to crop land for 
MTeral years, thereby exhausting 
th« soil of the plant food, and then 
plant It in trnit trees expecting 
them to care for themselves. Ken-
